SE0TI0K OF WARSAW BADLY HEEDS MUNICIPAL IMffiOTCMED j^; 
EDUCATION FACILITIES AHD PROGRAM EXP ANTED 


CCtmrfICttB IN MARYM3NT ASSAILED — Zycie Warszavy, Ho 113, 26 Apr 49 

Iferyaont, a aection of Warsaw which in 1939 had a population of 35,000, 
vaa hard-hit during tha war so that tho present population is only 7,000. It 
ie, however, rapidly being rebuilt but without any building plans whatever. 

There is no sewerage of any type in fcferyno&t. The snail and irregular 
streets are always muddy and dirty. Very few streets are lighted, and Warszavska, 
Sxlacbecka, Muranoweka Streets have no lifting system at all. The sidewalks 
on Me&zohodrhn Street are in very bad condition, and no sidewalks of any kind 
axe found on the other streets. 

There io no school or children’s playground in Maryaont. The invests 
aent plan provided credit for construction of a school on Petoo^i Street, 
but no aoticn has been taken, A snail playground could be formed in what 
is known as Zavadzfl fttrk, but there is no report on organising such a play- 
ground. 

The lack of transportation facilities for this section ie deplorable. 

From Any parts of Ifciynont, it is a several -kilometer wall: to the nearest 
car -e top. fhe residents of Maryaont need a bus line from Jan HI Street to , 
Ze lasna Bran. Place. On the otb*~ band buses headed for the Jilocin and Trod- 
miecoie sections of Warsaw are empty. Has the Anagement of IKS (Pane town 
Xdnunikacja Ssnoohodowa, State Motor Transportation) any cocments* 

Another greet problem of the Marymcnt residents, and one that should be 
attended to without further delay, ie the lack of wells for supply of fresh 
water. The dirty Budavka River water is used for heme purposes. Two wexls, 
one near tferia Kazimlera Street and another near Jan HI Street, would 
solve the water supply problem for the locality. 

All these problems were thoroughly discussed at a meeting held by the 
lfcrymont'B block comaittee when representatives of the Warsaw’s Rational 
Council, r ity Adminiatration, City fciterprlee*, and BOS (Biuro Odbudowy 
Stolicy, Office for Reconstruction of Warsaw) attended.

Poznan Wojewodztwo, equipped with 50,000 radio loud-speakers, lead* all 
the others in Poland . The central broadcasting station with attached public - 
address gyet an, which aide Radio Folskie in equipping schools, workers* 
communities, and poor rural cncEmnitiee with loud -speakers, plans to install 

17.000 more in this area. 

Out of 28,000 schools in Poland, 11,000 are electrified, but so far only 
3,600 are equipped with radio loud -speakers. In the Wielkopolaka area, more 
than 500 schools of a tot *1 number of 3*000 are equipped. 

The central office is determined to equip 6,000 schools and 2,000 rural 
eoramltiea by the end of this year. There are 40,000 rural communities in 
Poland, of which only 4,000 have radic loud -speakers, and more than 600 of 
these are in Poznan Wojewodztwo. 

ILLITERACY TO BE COMBATED -- Trybuna Ludu, No 80 , 22 Mar 49 

At a recent conference of the Kuratcrium Okregu Szkolnego (School Board) 
at Lodz, a broad program was established for combating illiteracy in Lodz 
Vodewodztvo. This program will be executed on a large scale from 1 April. 1949 
to 30 Deeoaber 1951. Teaching will be divided into six grades. Approximately 

400.000 illiterate* and semi -ill iterates will be taught. 

The expenditures for this purpose amount to 730,800,000 zlotys, of which 

430.480.000 zlotys were allotted by the Ministry of Education. The balance 
was covered "by funds from trade unions, social organizations, and individual 
labor enterprises . 
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
